AUSTIN, Jan. l.—C/P)—Chief Jus- 


tice James P. Alexander of the 
&tate supreme court died here to- 
day of heart disease. 


Chief Justice Alcxender, 64, had 


been ^11 since late last summer. 
Recently he returned to the bench 
for a resumption of limited service 
with the state's highest court in 
civil matters. 
He was former professor in tho 


Baylor University law school and 
associate justice of the court of 
civil appeals at Waco. 
Ho had 


been McLennan county judge and 
judge of the Nineteenth Diatrict 
court at Waco before his elevation 
to the appellate bench. 


Chief Justice 7 Years. 


Alexander had served aa chief 


justice for1 seven years. 


When the tall, lean and youth- 


ful-looking Central Texas jurist

ambition. 
He was born on a farm near 


Moody, McLennan county, April

The following statement has been 


prepared by the Navarro Council 
Agricultural Council, relative to the 
proposed long range program as 
sponsored and urged by the nation- 
al and state leaders, headed by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Anderson: 


Uncertain world conditions have 
caused tho Congress to become ex- 
tinmely Interested In an agricul- 
ture program that will provide a 
long range goal, assist the farmer 
through this period of adjustment 
when soils that have become de- 
pleted due to heavy War production 
must be conserved and rebuilt, and 
at the same time continue to feed 
the world. 
In order to receive first hand 


information regarding long range 
needs of the farmers, a series of 
meetings were held throughout the 
country and various recommenda- 
tions were made. As a result of 
this, Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson made his recommendations 
to the joint House and Senate Com- 
mittee in October this year. 


A lot of our war time agricul- 
tural and price support programs 
under which farmers have been op- 
erating during the past 
several 
years will expire during or by the 
end of 1948. 


A great deal of Information was 
secured by the various committees 
at their farmers' hearing, but tho 
Navarro Colunty Council believes 
this information should be pretjented 
to Navarro county farmers In or- 
dei that they may better under- 
stand the recommendations and at 
the same time be in position to 
make their desires known to Con- 
gress. 
The Council also realizes 


llmt Congress will pay a great deal 
of attention to any request that 
comes direct from the farmers. A 
series of meetings open to the pub- 
lic is planned throughout the coun- 
ty during the month to acquaint 
the farmer with the program. 


As a result of the various hear- 


ings and the reports of the com- 
mittee, Secretary Anderson 'made 
the following recommendations to 
Congress: 
1. The establishment of a USDA 
farmer elected county committee in 
each county. 


2. Consolidation of housing of all 


agricultural agencies In the county. 


3. The establishment of a USDA 


state committee In each state. 


4. Consolidation of the Soil Con- 


servation Service program actlvi- 
tieso and tho Agricultural Conser- 
vation program activities Into one 
conservation program and agency.
